The soil best suited for beet culture is that which is rather light and well enriched. Sow 
drills one foot apart and one inch deep, as early as the ground can be worked. When the young 
plants are two or three inches high, thin to five or six inches. The young plants that are pulled 
out make delicious “greens,” considered by many superior even to spinach. It is a common prac- 
tice to plant the seed extra thick to assure an abundance of these tender, fresh plants to use for 
this purpose. Sowings should be made for succession at least one a month up to the first of 
July, then making a large sowing to produce a supply of well grown roots for winter use. 

After repeated comparative tests we recommend Crosby’s Early Egyptian as the best frst 
early for market gardeners. It is just as early as the old Extra Early Flat Egyptian, larger, of 
much finer texture and better color and for open ground culture much to be preferred.
